66 T'S just like the county fair,” was the enthu- 
| siastic remark of a Lake County farmer’s 
wife, as she crowded her way to the exhibit 
room of the Burke & Wright hardware store, Wau- 
kegan, Iowa, Saturday, March 18. She surely hit 
the nail on the head. It did resemble a county fair. 
The crowd was there to a man. The orchestra was 
grinding out the latest hits of ragtime. Manufac- 
turers’ representatives were extolling their wares 
to prospective customers. It had more the appear- 
ance of a convention exhibit hall than the grand 
opening of a small city hardware store. 

The Burke & Wright Hardware Company was 
born Feb. 20, 1911, at which time Frank Burke and 
George Wright purchased the stock of William Mel- 
ody, Waukegan, IIll., and started out to break hard- 
ware records. The initial sales force consisted of 
Mr. and Mrs. Burke, while Mr. Wright took active 
charge of the tin shop. The store was small and 
crowded, and contained only about 700 sq. ft. of 
floor space in the main salesroom. Cramped condi- 


tions, however, only spurred the new firm to greater 
endeavors. They had pep and enthusiasm to spare, 
and results were soon apparent. Waukegan awoke 
to the fact that a new, live firm was in town, pre- 
pared to stay.

T is doubtful whether merchandise displays and

To the Members of the Wisconsin Retail Hardware 
Association: 

Your executive committee has felt for a long time 
that an efficiency expert, especially in accounting, 
would be a valuable adjunct to our association activ- 
ities. Many of our hardware merchants keep no 
record of their affairs whatever, and are unable to 
make up their annual income tax reports in a way 
satisfactory to themselves or anybody else. In the 
event of a fire, their records are not sufficient to 
prove the loss, and the result is a very unsatisfac- 
tory adjustment. On the other hand, we have a 
number of members who make too hard work of 
their accounting, and short cuts might be inaugu- 
rated that would get the same results with less 
work. If your bookkeeping system is not satis- 
factory in every way, you have use for this effi- 
ciency man. 

The holding of institutes for merchants, similar 
to those held for farmers by the Agricultural De- 
partment of our State University, does not seem to 
meet our requirements. What we need is indi- 
vidual service; a man that will come into your store 
upon your invitation and spend several days with 
you alone, if necessary; a man familiar with the 
hardware and sheet metal business; a man who 
can offer suggestions on how to reduce your book 
accounts; a man who can show you how to get in- 
terest on outstanding accounts; in short, a man who 
will help you improve your business from the knowl- 
edge he has gained in his travels about the State. 
This man would devote his entire time to the work 
among hardware merchants only, and if he assists 
but 100 in a year he will have accomplished much. 
At this rate it would take many years to visit our 
entire membership, which now numbers 1100, pro- 
viding all should have use for this service. 

President Pierce and your secretary spent a day 
at Madison last week going over this proposition 
with the University Extension Division, and as a 
result a hardware efficiency expert will be put on 
the payroll of the university as soon as such a man 
can be found. Hardware merchants have the same 
right to participate in the activities of our State 
University as the farmers, and now that we have 
manifested a desire for such help a department for 
us will be established. 

Besides the efficiency expert’s salary, which will 
be taken care of by the State, there will be his hotel 
and traveling expenses, which will have to be borne 
by the merchant whom he serves. Five dollars per 
day, it has been estimated, will cover this, so that 
if you can use him for two days your bill will be but 
$10; surely a very small sum compared with the 
benefits to be derived from such individual service. 

To give the University Extension Division an idea 
of how many of our merchants desire help along 
this line, please fill out the inclosed postal and mail 
it. There is no obligation attached to it. Later on 
we will take it up with you again and a visit will 
be arranged to suit your convenience. 

We expect the response to this announcement to 
be so great that one man will not be able to take 
care of all of us within a reasonable time, and others 
will have to be added.

From Many Sources 


Hurley Says Government Must Aid 
Business 


OSTON, Mass.—American business men can 

not hope to match their European competitors 
in foreign trade unless given Government encour- 
agement in their desire for collective effort, Edward 
N. Hurley, vice-chairman of the Federal Trade Com- 
mission so declared before the Boston Commercial 
Club. 

“The old adage ‘In union there is strength’ has 
proved to be the backbone of Germany’s industrial 
and commercial achievements, efficiency and 
strength,” Mr. Hurley declared. 

“We have reached the point under normal condi- 
tions where we must have foreign markets for our 
surplus mapufactured products. The American 
people are heartily in favor of the Government giv- 
ing immediate relief that will make it possible for 
us to obtain our share of foreign business. 

“In foreign trade men think in terms of national 
competition. In South America we do not hear of 
the actual or potential competition of European in- 
dividual corporations or houses. We hear of Ger- 
man, French, American or English competition. By 
means of cartels or trade associations the leading 
industries in those countries have organized, and 
when they move forward into foreign markets they 
move forward united against competition from 
other nations. 

“Groups of associated business men putting forth 
special efforts to improve cost accounting methods, 
bettering manufacturing processes, standardizing 
output, obtaining credit information and endeavor- 
ing to advance the welfare of employees, are bound 
to be the most important factors in our country’s de- 
velopment in the course of the next few years.”— 
The American. 


Cheaper Gasoline Hope of Auto 
Trade 


HE organized automobile industry has been mak- 
ing an investigation into the gasoline situation. 
The inquiry was not induced so much by the present 
price of motor fuel, unwelcome though that is, as by 
reports that gasoline would continue to advance 
until 40 cents a gallon wholesale or even 50 cents 
was reached. It is now nearly a month since gasoline 
made its last step upward to 24 cents to garages. At 
that time it was a subject of comment among motor- 
ists that the automobile manufacturers were appar- 
ently doing nothing. It now appears that the manu- 
facturers, instead of issuing any statements, deny- 
ing the sensational reports, went to work to get all 
available facts bearing on the situation. 

The report will not be completed for some time, 
but much information has already been gathered. 
On the basis of this information Alfred Reeves, 
president of the National Automobile Chamber of 
Commerce, said yesterday that he was satisfied that 
the high point in the present rise of gasoline had 
been reached. 

A man connected with the oil industry, and in 
daily touch with the price situation, when asked in 
regard to this statement, replied: 

“T will only say this: It is my personal opinion 
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that reports that gasoline will go to 40 cents a gallon 
are very much exaggerated.” 

Mr. Reeves said: “Our information leads us to 
the conclusion that the oil refiners are not likely, 
under any excuse whatever, to make further ad- 
vances in the price. It is pretty generally under- 
stood that the market will be downward instead of 
upward. As to these sensational reports, it ill be- 
comes Government officials to predict 40-cent gaso- 
line with such facts as are now available in Govern- 
ment reports. The automobile industry looks to the 
Government and its experts for relief from every 
gasoline difficulty. We object to the statement that 
the war is responsible for the price, because the 
Government figures prove that the export of all 
mineral oils in 1915 was only 5 per cent more than 
in 1914; and so far as gasoline is concerned, these 
figures show only 112,000,000 gal. exported in 1915, 
against 162,000,000 in 1914. There was some in- 
crease, it is true, in export of naphtha and light 
products other than gasoline, these being 169,000,- 
000 gal. in 1915, compared with 47,000,000 in 1914. 

“The present high price of gasoline has already 
had the effect of stimulating the production of oil. 
New wells are being drilled and new processes of 
treatment are being installed by refiners which 
greatly increase the output of gasoline per gallon of 
crude. Also mechanical improvements in the auto- 
mobile which will give more power to a gallon of 
gasoline and make lower grades available are sure 
to result. 

“Oil men tell us that there is plen’y of oil to be 
had, provided there is sufficient inducement to pro- 
ducers to drill wells and take it out of the ground. 
That inducement certainly exists now, and we shall 
soon be hearing of the result. There is now before 
Congress a bill to authorize the opening of Govern- 
ment oil lands under a leasing system, and hundreds 
of oil operators are waiting to get into that field as 
soon as the bars are lifted.”—-The World. 


$409,836,525 in February Exports 


ASHINGTON.—America’s exports and imports 
were greater in February than in any previous 
month in the country’s history. 

Exports had a total value of $409,836,525, exceed- 
ing by $50,000,000 the records set last December. 

Imports reached $194,000,000. 

Exports for the first eight months of the fiscal 
year were valued at $2,586,301,570, indicating, De- 
partment of Commerce officials say, a four-billion- 
dollar total for the year. 

A favorable trade balance of $1,295,217,462 is 
shown for the last eight months. 

Gold imports in February are given as $6,000,000 
and for the eight months $328,054,000.—The Ameri- 
can. 


Hit by Paper Shortage 


OUSTON.—Owing to a scarcity of print paper, 

as a result of the freight congestion in the East, 

a local afternoon paper increased the price of its 

street editions from 2 to 5 cents, with the ex- 

pectation that a curtailment of 20 to 30 per cent in 

street sales will effect a saving of a carload of paper 
in two weeks.—The World. 
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House Takes Up Gasoline Problem 


ASHINGTON.—The House Sommittee on 
Mines and Mining to-day appointed a sub- 
committee to consider the several resolutions intro- 
duced dealing with gasoline. On the sub-committee 
are Representatives Van Dyke of Minnesota, James 
of Michigan and Garland of Pennsylvania. 

Representative Randall of California conferred 
with colleagues who have bills dealing with gaso- 
line now pending before the committee, and is ar- 
ranging for the several representatives to appear 
before the sub-committee to urge consideration of 
all the measures at once. 

The departure to-night for Detroit of Van H. 
Manning, director of the Bureau of Mines, and Mr. 
Rittman, his assistant and inventor of the Rittman 
process for the production of gasoline from crude 
oil, marks the beginning of what Government au- 
thorities hepe may be a successful sotution of the 
present crisis in the gasoline industry. 

Mr. Manning and Mr. Rittman are going to De- 
troit at the request of Henry Ford, who is now hav- 
ing a special factory built for the introduction of 
the Rittman process. If the experiment proves suc- 
cessful Mr. Ford, it is announced, will go in for the 
production of gasoline on a scale commensurate with 
his manufacture of automobiles.—The American. 


Largest Hotel for New York 


HARLES H. INGERSOLL, who has accumulated 

many millions making dollar watches, has been 
elected president of a co-operative corporation which 
represents the most unique and most ambitious at- 
tempt ever made to apply the co-operative principle 
to big business. The purpose of Mr. Ingersoll and 
his associates is to complete the organization of the 
Commonwealth Hotel Construction Corporation, 
which is in reality a co-operative organization for 
erecting and managing the largest hotel in the 
world. The corporation or association is to have 
approximately 150,000 members, none of whom, ex- 
cept the directors, is to be permitted to own more 
than one share. The directors will own three 
each only because the laws under which the co- 
operative concern is incorporated require such 
ownership. 

The hotel is to be erected in the famous Times 
Square neighborhood of New York, is to cover a 
block front, to be twenty-eight stories and, with the 
site, is to cost $15,000,000. It is to have 2500 
rooms, and is to be nearly twice as large as the 
largest hotel now existing. 

The basis of the plan is that men and women who 
make occasional or periodic visits to New York 
shall own and operate the hotel at which they stay, 
and shall reap direct benefits of their own patron- 
age through rebates and dividends. 

H. L. Merry, formerly of Merry & Boomer, the 
firm that managed the McAlpin and Claridge Hotels 
in New York, is under contract to manage the Hotel 
Commonwealth for the co-operators. He is also 
under retainer to give expert advice to Hoggson 
Brothers, the builders, who have agreed to have 
the building designed, to erect it and to furnish it 
under what is known as the Hoggson single con- 
tract building method.—Hodgson Magazine. 


Asks Print Paper Inquiry 


ASHINGTON.—Representative Ira C. Copley, 

a Progressive Republican of Illinois, who owns 
several newspapers in his home State, introduced in 
the House a resolution calling on the Secretary of 
Commerce to furnish information regarding the 
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scarcity of print paper and the matter entering into 
its manufacture. It was referred to the Commit- 
tee on Rules. The resolution reads: 

“Whereas, There is considerable apprehension in 
all parts of the country over the print paper situa- 
tion, and statements are being continually made that 
the war in Europe has seriously affected the supply 
of the same; and, 

“Whereas, It is stated that the sources of supply 
of certain raw materials entering into the manufac- 
ture of this commodity which heretofore came from 
Germany, Sweden and Norway are now practically 
closed to the United States; and, 

“Whereas, It is further stated that certain other 
materials produced in this country necessary to the 
manufacture of this commodity are now being 
shipped to Europe in large quantities for use in the 
manufacture of munitions of war; and, 

“Whereas, This is a matter of vital importance to 
the people and press of the United States; therefore, 

“Be it resolved, That the Secretary of Commerce 
be, and he is hereby authorized and directed, to fur- 
nish the House of Representatives, at the earliest 
possible date, a report as to the available supply of 
all materials entering into the manufacture of print 
paper, together with a statement as to the probable 
effect upon the industry if the present situation con- 
tinues for any length of time, with suggestions as 
to the desirability of placing an embargo upon the 
further shipments of material required for the 
proper conservation of this article and manufac- 
ture.”—The World.

EW ORLEANS.—The Federal Trade Commis- 

sion and Sherman anti-trust laws, the Seaman’s 
act an interstate commerce rulings were cited by 
George W. Simmons, St. Louis manufacturer, to-day 
before the National Association of Real Estate Ex- 
changes as evidences that the campaign to reform 
big business had been overdone. 

Mr. Simmons said the anti-corporation attacks of 
several years ago, while they accomplished much 
good, had so influenced public opinion that the peo- 
ple seemed to forget that big business had any 
rights. 

“To-day,” he continued, “we are enacting thou- 
sands of new laws annually, which is perhaps the 
natural result of sending to our law factories such 
a large percentage of lawyers to manage the coun- 
try’s affairs. It is only natural they should make 
laws like the Sherman law, which converts the prog- 
ress of business into a crime.”—The American. 


Clews Forecasts Hard Trade Fight 


ENRY CLEWS, the banker, had the following 
to say recently of conditions after the war: 
“Germany will show more recuperative powers 
than most people imagine. England is little injured 
by the war and will give the United States a lively 
contest for trade. Manufacturers of the United 
States are to have no summer day exercise in grasp- 
ing the markets even of South America. ' The 
United States must invest its money in foreign 
enterprises if it expects people of those countries 
to buy many American goods.” 

He also said the present war had shaken Great

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Editorial Comment 














Training the Twig 


HAT the little foxes eat away the vines 
A 4 is an old aphorism. Its truth survives 
the test of time. Many a business man 
of this country has in the past hung out- 
side his door a roughly printed sign, “Boy 
Wanted.” As a matter of course he has en- 
gaged about the first boy that came along. 
After a time the sheriff has locked his doors. 
And perhaps to the end of his days he could 
not understand his failure. Yet the reason 
is plain. A man who would employ the hit- 
or-miss method described above in employing 
a boy would conduct his whole establishment 
in circles of costly experiment instead of 
going straight ahead to a given point of 
progress. 

Your wise merchant devotes more con- 
sideration to hiring a boy for the humblest 
of initial positions than he does to employ- 
ing a grown man for a made-ready job that 
pays much more money. His reason is 
wholly logical. In the economics of labor an 
employee is an investment. If the business 
is to succeed the employer must earn a rea- 
sorable interest upon his assistant’s time and 
talents above the wage paid him. Under the 
prevailing ratio, as an employee becomes 
more valuable the more the interest on the 
investment. | 

Now, putting the mature man against the 
~ untried boy, the span of the man is half com- 
pleted. Time has automatically set his limi- 
tations. But the boy is an experiment, if the 
employer has the vision to realize this. If 
he is the right kind of a boy his employer 
will profit in future years through his de- 
velopment far more than he will from the 
services of the man who has run half his 
race. The future of that merchant’s busi- 
ness depends upon the kind of boys he em- 
ploys to work up in it. Through wise selec- 
tion he is equally a gainer with the voy, and 
in the relationship established lies the sap 
that is the lifeblood of merchandising. It is 
the sap of eager, achieving, tireless youth 
that is fender enough against the dust and 
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dry bones to be found in the ruts and grooves 
of tailender commerce. 

Therefore the proper place to hang your 
sign of “Boy Wanted” is not outside on your 
door but inside your mind, and in that tight 
little compartment labeled “Common Sense.” 
You will serve your interest best by going on 
a still hunt for that boy. You might shut 
your eyes and find him; many business men 
go about it in just that way, but the chances 
of success through that method are few. 
Rather the best way to determine who shall 
have the job is by employing a process of 
elimination. 

Take time for the search, time that will 
pay you later in dollars. And as a first and 
what is apt to prove the final step leading to 
ultimate selection, follow a gang of boys 
around for an hour or two. You will soon 
discover which ones among them are the 
natural leaders. And observation proves 
that the boy leaders of to-day are likely to be 
the leaders of men to-morrow, whether in the 
service of the law as busy, respecting citi- 
zens or outside it as criminals. Dismiss all 
thought of the boys in that group who hang 
upon the words of the leaders. Should you 
select one of them you would always be tell- 
ing him what to do next; very poor econom- 
ics, since his time and growing initiative 
should be worth money to you. 

Having selected the leaders, it is now your 


task to choose the likeliest among them. 
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Here is an important problem. It may be 
that your three or four candidates are high- 
school students approaching graduation. You 
go to the principal to inquire regarding the 
scholastic qualifications of these boys. Right 
here belongs a word of caution. Do not make 
the call anticipating that your favored youth 
is likely to be the valedictorian. The prin- 
cipal, whose experience is limited to the 
theory of business life and who knows noth- 
ing of its practice, is quite likely to recom- 
mend the valedictorian as possessing higher 
marks in his studies than any of the group. 
And, having accepted his suggestion and hav- 
ing the valedictorian summoned to your pres- 
ence, you are likely to be amazed to find that 
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he is one of the group of boys you mentally 
rejected because he was hanging helplessly 
upon the imperious words of the gang 
leaders. 

That some of the marks of the boy you 
finally select are low is no argument against 
trying him out in your store. You can tell 
more in advance by the shape of his head 
than what he may have set down on paper 
in school examinations. Many a boy does 
not wake to concentration till he has taken 
his first job and entered the battle of life. 
The best way to choose your boy is to strike 
an average between the reports of his school 
principal and his schoolmates. 

Having finally engaged him, it is your 
problem to prove the value of your invest- 
ment and of your judgment. And to do this 
you cannot well leave the youth to his own 
devices nor entirely to your subordinates. 
After all, you know your own business bet- 
ter than anyone else can know it and you 
have a new cog which you desire to make 
valuable. The only way you can do that is 
through personal attention. 

Any ambitious boy, started in his first po- 
sition, gets away with a rush. The problem 
is to keep him going. The tendency after 
the first flush of effort is to relax a little, to 
grow careless. A youth will at first use 
great care in filling in his sales sheet. After 
a time, if he happens to be serving a hard- 
ware business, he is apt to enter “one keg 
nails, one hammer, etc.,”’ overlooking the de- 
tail that the nails and the hammer are of 
different sizes and prices. Personal atten- 
tion of the employer will produce greater 


care with the passage of time instead of in- 


creased carelessness. An employee either 
grows in value month by month or he falls 
away; there is no standing still. And the 
vigor of a youth in his ’teens counts for 
much, whether spent in constructive work or 
in soldiering. 

The element of personal neatness is an all- 
important one. At first the youth is punc- 
tilious about his personal appearance. But 
the work is an invitation to disarray and the 
pace is steady. Perhaps he has been han- 
dling greasy implements in the stockroom. 
There is a press of customers in the store; 
he hastens there to wait on a customer with- 
out stopping to tidy himself. His hands are 
in deep mourning; he is attending a lady. 
She desires to look at some articles or fix- 
tures of taste. Those hands at the moment 
are the worst possible advertisement for the 
store. Such details as this are all-important; 
and there is but one man who can adequately 
look after them, and he is the proprietor. 

You need to employ a boy precisely as you 
would plant a seed that you expected to grow. 
It has been pointed out that you require a 
boy who is a leader, entertaining, and what 
the business world knows as a “mixer.” But 
don’t forget that there are two types of boys 
even there. One will make a success in the 


store; the other on the stage. You don’t 
want a Charlie Chaplin. In fact, Chaplin 
makes a mess of every job he takes on the 
movie screen. He winds up as a janitor, 
and can’t even hold that. 

The right kind of a boy given the right 
kind of attention travels fast in these days. 
There comes to mind a boy earning $40 per 
month in a hardware store a few years ago. 
To-day he has a retail business clearing $250 
per month at twenty-seven years, and he fig- 
ures he is only started. 

A serious thing to impress upon your young 
employee at the beginning is that there are 
two kinds of theft. He might steal money 
from your till, and could be jailed for that. 
He can steal your time, for which he can 
only be discharged. Yet the theft of time is 
more serious, for if he purloins your money 
he does not divide it with others. But if he 
steals your time there is invariably the time 
of another employee, or even of others, taken 
also, and the mischief to your interest is 
greater. 

Also drill into his plastic mind the need 
for initiative. Teach him to do not only the 
things you tell him to do but the things you 
suggest. And lead him gradually to suggest 
duties for himself that will, as he earns it, in- 
crease his wage. 

In the matter of his grooming you cannot 
be too particular in cautioning him. When 
the converts answer the call at a religious re- 
vival the untidy are as welcome as the fas- 
tidious, but stores are open at hours when 
there is no emotional stress to palliate a slip- 
shod individual behind the counter. The eyes 
of a customer are as keen and hard as the 
jacknife he may be buying, and if the sales- 
man be unpleasing in appearance he is likely 
to go around the curner next time. 

Above all, in a legitimate business way 
fraternize with him. Do not be that kind of 
employer who is held in awe and set apart by 
his men; he receives only lip service, and the 
face of the clock fairly blushes from being 
watched when his back is turned. You have 
an asset in this boy; cultivate it. Remember 
the days of your own boyhood; how you 
learned through unlearning; how you gradu- 
ally replaced misty theory with hard-headed 
practice. Tell him of these things; for he is 
not your humble employee, he is your com- 
rade in the work. 

In conclusion, remember that you can add 
to your knowledge from him. You have kept 
up with the times—yes, you are a twentieth- 
century business man; but he is a twentieth- 
century business boy, and the eyes of a boy 
are allobservant, his brain is a sensitized 
plate, his ambition is boundless. It will pay 
you to cultivate him.

The selling thought of the dollar sale is irresistible; 
it is a new slant on the bargain idea, but it con- 
vinces many who are unresponsive to the straight 
bargain appeal by reason of the definite comparison 
of value it affords. This particular dollar sale ad 
was sent us by Pettee’s, Oklahoma City, Okla. It 
is very attractive in make-up, and we are sure not 
many readers were able to refrain from taking a 
look at the values offered, and they are so alluring 
that purchase is the logical step after a reading of 
the ad. Note the cut of the dollar mark, and also 
the large figure 1. These cuts add greatly to the 
ad’s pulling power by instantly suggesting the 
nature of the sale. Read the first paragraph; it’s 
short, but it has power. Values from $2 to $15 for 
$1 is an appeal that hits everyone hard. Note also 
how the ad ties up to the window display. This 
puts the finishing touch on a sale of this kind. We 
notice in the list that the writer has quoted original 
price on only the fireless cooker. In another ad of 
this kind we would suggest quoting original values 
on at least four or five of the best buys. Including 
automobile supplies in the ad is a clever idea; it 
makes certain of the men’s interest in the ad. In 
staging a dollar sale, do not lose sight of the value 
of such phrases as, “Nothing sold before 9 o’clock,” 
“No phone orders or exchanges,” etc. Another 
phrase which is not used in this ad has proved 
effective, “Only one of each article to a customer.” 


Featuring Saturday Specials 
No. 2 (2 cols. x 6 in.). Callender’s of Angola, 
Ind., sent us this ad, in which they are featuring 
several Saturday specials each week opposite the 


firm name. A few weeks ago in HARDWARE AGE we 
reproduced the first of these ads and advised the 
firm to make it a regular feature, which they have 
done. This ad, however, directs attention to the 
idea in the opening paragraph. This is a very neat 
little idea for getting people in the habit of watch- 
ing your ads closely, and we recommend it highly. 
In subsequent ads the Callender company has cut 
down the space occupied by the notice so that it 
occupies only a line or two. In one ad, however, the 
notice was omitted. This is certainly poor policy at 
the start, and we are of the opinion that the notice 
should run in condensed form in every ad. Remem- 
ber you do not get every reader interested at the 
same time, and it takes incessant pounding to make 
the idea clear to many. Note that all the other 
goods listed in this ad are regular stock at regular 
prices. Here’s an ad, then, that always carries the 
interest of the sale ad while giving the bulk of space 
to featuring regularly priced goods. You can’t 
object to this idea, even if you are totally opposed 
to all sale publicity.

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Price Maintenance—Stevens Bill—Booming American Merchandise 


By W. L. CROUNSE 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 3, 1916. 


(™'N HALL there be legislation permitting mainte- 
S nance of re-sale prices? This question has 

been put squarely up to the business men of 
the country by the Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States in a referendum ordered at the recent 
annual meeting of the chamber in this city. To-day 
the chamber is sending out a request to every or- 
ganization affiliated with it to vote for or against 
the following propositions: 


Price Maintenance in a Nutshell 


1. There should be Federal legislation permitting 
the maintenance of re-sale prices, under proper re- 
strictions, on identified merchandise for voluntary 
purchase, made and sold under competitive condi- 
tions. 

2. Federal legislation should take the form of an 
amendment to the Trade Commission Act defining 
the conditions under which price cutting is an un- 
fair method of competition, and authorizing the 
Federal Trade Commission to prevent such price 
cutting in interstate and foreign commerce. 

A vote in the affirmative on the first question will 


support the recommendation of a majority of a spe-. 


cial committee of the National Chamber, which at 
the recent annual meeting reported in favor of Fed- 
eral legislation permitting the maintenance of re- 
sale prices. Seven of the ten members of the com- 
mittee advocated such legislation. 

A negative vote on the first question will support 
the position of the three minority members of the 
committee in opposition to any such law. 

A vote in the affirmative on the second question 
will indicate the opinion that there should be Fed- 
eral legislation, and furthermore that it should take 
the specific form stated. 


Conservative Business Men vs. Price Cutters 


Don’t forget that the seven majority members of 
the chamber’s special committee included experi- 
enced business men in all walks of life, manufac- 
turers, wholesalers, retailers, lawyers, and econo- 
mists, while the three minority members who op- 
posed maintenance of re-sale prices included a whole- 
sale grocer and two department store owners, both 


of them famous for picturesque, not to say spec- 
tacular, price cutting. 

This is the thirteenth referendum to be taken by 
the National Chamber with the purpose of ascer- 
taining, for the benefit of Congress and the Presi- 
dent, the business opinion prevailing throughout the 
United States on questions of immediate importance. 
It puts up to the country at large the much discussed 
question involved in the Stevens-Ayres-Stephens 
measure as to whether American business needs leg- 
islation permitting producers of “identified mer- 
chandise” to fix the price at which such goods shall 
be re-sold. 

The organizations affiliated with the National 
Chamber will have 45 days in which to decide this 
important problem and register their votes. The 
result of the referendum, therefore, will be deter- 
mined in the third week in May. 

Every hardware retailer in the country can in- 
fluence some local organization holding membership 
in the National Chamber. If the entire trade unites 
in putting a shoulder to the wheel it will prove an 
easy task to roll up a big majority against the price- 
cutters. 

Don’t forget that this issue is not whether you 
approve of the form of the Stevens bill. It’s merely 
whether you believe in the broad principle of the 
maintenance of re-sale prices as to identified mer- 
chandise. 

Don’t let the price-cutters fool you on this! 


Hearings on the Stevens Bill 


There has recently been a great rattling among 
the dry bones of the House Committee on Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce. Several Rip Van Winkles, 
who have been slumbering peacefully for these many 
days, have been aroused to a realization that their 
constituents sent them to Congress to do things. 

The prodding of business men throughout the 
country is responsible for this awakening, and the 
first crack out of Judge Adamson’s box is an agree- 
ment on the part of the committee to give hearings 
on the Stevens price-maintenance bill. Demands for 
the passage of this bill in letter and telegram are 
piled up in the committee room ceiling high, and it 
really begins to look like action.

Just when the hearings will be held will depend 
largely upon the decision reached by Representative 
Dan Stephens, the latest foster-father of the bill, 
who is now conferring with its advocates for the 
purpose of laying out the program for the consid- 
eration of the measure. 


Opposition Reluctantly Yielding 


So insistent has become the cry for a vote on the 
price maintenance bill that even the opponents of 
the measure, who have been sitting on the lid so 
long that they have almost lost the use of their legs, 
are now willing to have the bill sent to the House 
rather than risk the accumulated wrath of its 
friends, who are fast reaching a state of mind when 
they will demand of the House that a committee 
which will not act upon a proposition in which so 
many business men are interested shall be dis- 
charged from its further consideration, in order 
that the representatives of the people on the floors 
of Congress may have a chance to register their 
votes. 

The coming hearings promise to be full of fire- 
works. The various so-called trade organizations, 
which appear to have been gotten together solely to 
serve as a screen behind which the trading-stamp 
parasites and the predatory price-cutters can work, 
will no doubt be in evidence, but how far into the 
open they will venture is an interesting question as 
to which the friends of price maintenance are par- 
donably curious. If they appear before the commit- 
tee in person they wiil have to stand a gruelling 
cross-examination that will be likely to develop some 
very interesting facts as to their methods of organi- 
zation and the real objects of their assaults upon 
the pending bill. 

Watch these columns for the official announce- 
ment of the long-deferred hearings! 


A Big Business Program 


The House Committee on Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce is one of the really big organs of the 
popular branch of the American Congress. It 
handles more measures of importance to the big and 
little business men of the country than any other 
single committee, and when it wakes up, as it has 
during the past week, it’s pretty apt to get busy. 
After having reached an informal agreement as to 
hearings on the Stevens bill the committee grouped 
in seven classes the hundreds of important measures 
now on its calendar, and by a resolution decided to 
take up each class in the order named, as follows: 

1. Department bills, including health, aids to nav- 
igation, coast guard, etc. 

2. Bills relating to safety appliances. 

3. Bills providing for the investigation of contro- 
versies affecting interstate commerce. 

4. Bills relating to commercial transactions. 

5. Bills touching the regulation of local conduct 
through means of interstate commerce facilities. 

6. Amendments to acts to regulate commerce. 

7. Bridge and dam bills and resolutions and the 
regulation of motor-propelled vehicles and miscel- 
laneous matters. These measures to be taken up at 
the pleasure of the committee without regard to the 
sequence above set forth. 

From this date henceforth the committee will 
hold meetings on Tuesdays and Fridays from 10 
o’clock until noon to consider this important pro- 
gram. You will note that amendments to acts to 
regulate commerce are well down the list. There’s 
a reason. 


To Give the Railroads a Rest 
The pleasing pastime of harrying the railroads, 
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in which so many Senators and Congressmen have 
freely indulged in recent years, must be foregone 
for the present. At the instance of President Wil- 
son a joint sub-committee of the Interstate Com- 
merce Committees of both Houses is to be appointed 
to investigate the whole subject of the commerce 
of the country and to determine whether the ship- 
pers and the railroads are being fairly treated. 

This sub-committee must report.to Congress next 
January, recommending such legislation as may 
seem advisable in view of the facts developed by the 
investigation. Everybody interested in freight 
rates or any of the big collateral problems of trans- 
portation will have a chance to be heard. In the 
meantime Congressmen will give the railroads a 
rest. They certainly need the opportunity for re- 
cuperation, and no one will grudge them the respite. 

The big railroad men are fast learning to be good, 
and no doubt soon they’ll begin to be happy. 


No “Lame Ducks” on Tariff Commission 


President Wilson has won his fight for a non- 
partisan tariff commission, the members of which 
are to be appointed by the President and selected 
because of their ability and unquestioned character 
rather than because of their party affiliations. It 
is a victory of business over politics, and every 
right-minded citizen, whether he be Democrat, Re- 
publican or Progressive, will rejoice. 

Representative Rainey of Illinois, ranking ma- 
jority member of the Ways and Means Committee, 
has introduced the President’s bill, which provides 
for a commission of six members, all of them to be 
selected by the Chief Executive. Not more than 
three shall belong to any one political party, and it’s 
quite within the bounds of possibility that Mr. Wil- 
son may pick six good men and true who have no 
party affiliations worth mentioning. | 

No chance for “lame ducks” or discredited Sen- 
ators and Representatives to land soft berths on 
this commission! The fact that an aspirant for one 
of these appointments has served in either House 
of Congress will specifically disqualify him for 
appointment. 

“Aspirants,” by the way, are not likely to be 
appointed. These offices will seek the men and not 
the men the offices. 

President Wilson faces one of the hardest tasks 
of an amazingly difficult and complicated adminis- 
tration in filling these six jobs. The kind of men 
he needs and the kind he wants will be hard to find, 
and when they are found it will be even more diffi- 
cult to induce them to undertake the gigantic task 
offered them. 

Let the President take his time in picking these 
big fellows! 





Booming American Merchandise 


Congressmen are falling over each other to boost 
the “Made in U. S. A.” movement. Several bills 
have recently been brought forward having two im- 
portant objects: first, to boom goods manufactured 
in the United States, and, second, to identify every 
foreign bit of merchandise with the country of its 
origin. 

Representative Garland of Pennsylvania has pre- 
sented a measure providing that “‘on and after July 
4, 1916, every article manufactured in the United 
States of America and becoming the subject of in- 
terstate commerce shall bear the imprint ‘Made in 
U. S. A.,’ and it shall be illegal to sell or dispose of 
any article manufactured in the United States, and 
which had become the subject of interstate com- 
merce, which does not bear the imprint ‘Made in 
Re OE ly 





April 6, 1916 


Another section of this bill provides that “no 
manufactured article shall be received into the 
United States of America from any other country 
unless it bears an imprint stating the name of the 
country in which it was manufactured; any manu- 
factured article received in the United States, and 
not bearing said imprint, shall be refused entry 
and returned to the consignor at his own cost.” 

It will cost just $100 for any person or corpora- 
tion, after this proposed law takes effect, “to sell 
or dispose of any article manufactured in the United 
States which has become the subject of interstate 
commerce and which does not bear the imprint 
‘Made in U. S. A.’” 

"Rah for Old Glory! 


Seed Man Necessary for Seed 
Department 


PHILADELPHIA, PA. 
To the Editor: 

W. P. Stanley’s article in HARDWARE AGE, Feb. 
10, page 217, entitled “A Combination That Makes 
the Seed Department a Real Success,” was inter- 
esting, but it does not give enough light on the 
possibility of failure. Mr. Stanley evidently thinks 
that you can make a seed man out of a hardware 
man by giving him information obtained from 
books. 

The writer of this is a seed man in a hardware 
store, and is at the head of the seed, plant, poultry 
supply and implement department, and while all the 
information on seeds is available to every salesman 
in the store, there are many questions that are not 
answered in books and which can be answered only 
by a man who is a practical seed man. 

This store handled seeds and implements long be- 
fore I took charge. The method was to buy pack- 
ages ready put up, and every package advertised 
some other house; now we put up our own packages. 
Poultry seed used to be a difficulty; we buy it now 
by the carload lot. Implements had been a failure; 
now our spring order from one house is for forty 
complete machines. Grass seed was bought by the 
dozen 1-lb. packages; now it is bought by the ton. 
A special paper for truckers was bought at the rate 
of 2 tons a year, and the firm thought they had the 
whole trade in paper, but now 20 tons is ordered 
away ahead of time, and I’ve seen the fill-in amount 
of 9 or 29 tons for the season. 

What I want to make plain is this: that it is just 
as necessary to have a practical seed man at the 
head of the seed department as it is to have a prac- 
tical housefurnishing, hardware, china or glass man 
at the head of these respective departments. I know 
there are plenty of stores in the country towns that 
handle seeds, etc., that could increase their sales 
500 to 1000 per cent in that line by having a man 
who really knows the seed business. 

We have made a 40-page catalog for the past five 
years. It costs money, but it pays. We are several 
miles from the center of the city that has eight 
seed stores, and four of these have a man in our 
territory weekly the year around. Three car lines 
pass our door to town. We have five feed stores 
in our neighborhood, and they all cater to the poul- 
try trade, although we are the only house here that 
handles incubators and brooders. The seed houses 
in town make a special drive in their ads of “Free 
Deliveries to Suburban Towns,” so that you see we 
have a great deal of competition. 

If you want seed business get a seed man.

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The Story of the Shaler Vulcanizer

A. SHALER, the origi- 
* nator and inventor of 
the electric vulcanizer, was 
the second man in the State 
of Wisconsin to own an auto- 
mobile. He made his first 
vulcanizer in the fall of 1905, 
not on account of its sales 
possibilities, but because he 
had become disgusted with 
the service he was getting 
from the tires on his car. 

Before he started work on 
this vulcanizer he _ tried 
every device then on the market, and to him they 
were unsatisfactory. He then turned his attention 
to the invention of a practical vulcanizer, and after 
many months of investigation and experimenting 
produced the Shaler. Crude as the device was at 
the time, it made perfect tire repairs. 

Mr. Shaler and his motoring friends who tried 
the machine found that by keeping the cuts in the 
casings of their tires vulcanized, sand, dirt and 
water could not get in; this prevented 90 per cent 
of their blowouts. When they did pick up a nail or 
run over a piece of glass the inner tube was quickly 
and permanently repaired, at no greater cost than 
that of the application of an undesirable cement 
patch.

Trade Conditions and Iron, 





Steel and Hardware Prices 





| The hardware trade remains very active, 
with the outlook for 1916 as satisfactory as 
1 it could possibly be. The frost is pretty well 
out of the ground, farmers will soon com- 
mence to make improvements around their 
farms, and the demand for wire and other 
products is likely to be heavy over the next 
few months. However, the high prices ruling 
for barb wire are likely to curtail demand 
very materially among farmers, who will put 
off building new fences until next fall rather 
than pay prices now ruling. | 
Seasonable goods are moving out freely 
from hardware stores, the roads are again 
getting more passable, and the volume of 
business in the hardware trade over the next 
three or four months gives promise of being

very heavy. Stocks carried by jobbers are 
fairly large, and they are making deliveries 
on orders quite promptly. 

For the first time in a good many months 
advances in prices on finished iron and steel 
in the past week were less and were confined 
to fewer articles than in any one week for 
the last three or four months.

buyers, and possibly on the part of manufacturers as 
well. The very high prices ruling for iron and steel arti- 
cles for some months were brought about by the abnor- 
mal demand and the fact that consumers who had not 
covered were besieging the mills to take their orders and 
enter them at almost any prices the mills cared to name. 
However, a more conservative spirit has been shown in 
the past few weeks on the part of buyers, and in prefer- 
ence to paying the high prices ruling for delivery far 
ahead they have decided not to place their orders, but 
take chances on the market being lower and also on be- 
ing able to get the material when they need it. In the 
past week the only advances made in prices were $2 on 
black iron and steel pipe and about $4 on galvanized. It 
is further believed that prices have about reached the 
high point, and should there be a falling off in demand 
or in specifications the market might go lower in the 
near future. 

Some falling off in the war demand is noted, and re- 
cently there have been advices from Great Britain that 
that country will not place contracts for machining 
shells for more than three months ahead. This is taken 
by some to mean that peace negotiations may not be far 
cff, and just as soor: as there are absolute signs that the 
end of the war is near there is bound to be a falling off in 
the demand for all iron and steel products. The market 
will bear careful watching in the near future, but it is 
very evident the scramble among consumers to get on 
the books of the mills at practically any prices is largely 
over. 

The largest buyers of steel for some time have been 
the railroads, and in March they placed orders for close 
to 900,000 tons of rails for next year, delivery largely in 
the second quarter. There has also been a very heavy de- 
mand for track supplies, such as spikes and bolts, and for 
steel cars. Reports that the Pennsylvania Railroad had 
sent out an inquiry for 18,000 to 20,000 steel cars are un- 
true. This road has decided to build about 2000 steel 
cars at its shops at Altoona, Pa., and is in the market for 
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about 25,000 tons of plates, shapes and bars to go into 
these cars and also for 16,000 forged-steel wheels to 
equip them. It is said that orders for locomotives placed 
in the first quarter of 1916 amounted to 1200, while the 
entire demand for all of 1915 amounted to only 2000. 
There is still a shortage in the supply of Bessemer and 
open-hearth steel, and some sheet mills, notably in Ohio, 
have had to shut down frequently waiting for bars to ar- 
rive. The demand for blue annealed sheets is enormous- 
ly heavy, and the Ford Motor Company is reported to 
have placed a contract recently for 20,000 tons with one 
mill for delivery this year. Prices on Bessemer and 
open-hearth billets for prompt delivery remain at about 
$45, but it is possible that for shipment in three or four 
months this price might be shaded. Forging billets con- 
tinue very scarce, and a sale of 300 tons was made in 
Pittsburgh the other day at $67.50, delivered, Pittsburgh, 
the highest price reached for many years. 

The pig-iron trade is only moderately heavy after the 
great activity of two or three weeks ago. Consumers 
seem to be fairly well covered for the second quarter, 
but there has been a good deal of iron sold for the last 
half of the year. The whole steel market is fully as 
strong as it has been at any time in the past six or nine 
months, the mills are being pressed just as hard for de- 
liveries, but the feeling prevails that the crest of the 
wave in prices has been reached and that possibly a 
slight reaction in the market may come in the near fu- 
ture. There is more conservatism, and it is evident that 
consumers have decided it is not good business policy to 
run prices up any higher by bidding for material that 
the mills cannot possibly furnish inside of six to nine 
months. 

The hardware trade remains very active, with the out- 
look for 1916 as satisfactory as it could possibly be. 
The frost is pretty well out of the ground, farmers will 
soon commence to make improvements around their 
farms, and the demand for wire and other products is 
likely to be heavy over the next few months. However, 
the high prices ruling for barb wire are likely to curtail 
demand very materially among farmers, who will put 
building new fences until next fall rather than pay prices 
now ruling. Seasonable goods are moving out freely 
from hardware stores, the roads are again getting more 
passable, and the volume of business in the hardware 
trade over the next three or four months gives promise 
of being very heavy. Stocks carried by jobbers are fair- 
ly large and they are making deliveries on orders quite 
promptly. 

WirE NalLts.—An advance of at least $2 a ton in 
prices’of wire products may be made before this report 
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is off the press. For some time past consumers who 
wanted prompt deliveries of wire nails have been pay- 
ing 10c. advance over the regular price, and at times 
have been unable to get them. It is fully believed that 
before April is very old, wire nails will have been ad- 
vanced to $2.50 base, or perhaps higher. The demand 
is heavy, especially for the common sizes, 8d. and 10d., 
in which there is an acute shortage in the supply. 
Prices are very strong, but up to this writing are un- 
changed. 


We quote on new orders, wire nails in large lots to jobbers, 
$2.40 base; in carload lots to retailers, $2.45 base; less than 
carload lots, $2.50 to $2.55; galvanized nails, 1 in. and larger, 
$2 extra; shorter than 1 in., $2.50 extra. 


CuT NAILs.—It is said makers of cut nails have had 
the heaviest demand for their product in the past few 
months that they have enjoyed in many years. Some 
former users of wire nails have gone back to cut nails, 
as they have been able to get better deliveries and at 
slightly lower prices. Heavy shipments of cut nails 
are being made to the South, and also to some of the 
western States. Prices are very strong and possibly 
will be advanced before this report reaches our 
readers. 


We quote cut nails, $2.35 to $2.40 per keg in carloads and 
larger lots to jobbers; carloads to retailers, $2.45 to $2.50 
f.o.b. Pittsburgh, terms 60 days or 2 per cent off for cash in 
10 days, freight added to point of delivery. 


BARB WIRE.—Makers report that in some sections of 
the country farmers have decided to defer building of 
new fences this spring on account of the very high 
prices ruling for barb wire, and this may result in a 
lessened demand. However, the mills making plain and 
barb wire have their output sold up for several months 
ahead and are quite sure they will be able to operate 
their mills to utmost capacity up to July or later. Prices 
are very strong and an advance is looked for within 
the next few days. There is still some export demand 
for barb wire, but not so heavy as some time ago. 


Prices quoted by the mills to the large trade only, on 
which shipment would probably not be made for three or 
four months, are as follows: Plain annealed wire, $2.25; gal- 
vanized barb wire fence staples, $3.25: painted barb wire, 
$2.55; polished fence staples, $2.55: cement coated nails, 
$2.30 base, all f.o.b. Pittsburgh, with freight added to point 
= y menial de terms 60 days, net, less 2 per cent off for cash in 

days. 


FENCE WIRE.—Makers report new demand heavy 
and prices ruling very firm. Fabricators and manu- 
facturers are specifying freely against contracts, and 
shipments from the mills are very heavy. An early 
advance in prices is expected. 


Discounts on woven wire fencing are now quoted at 61% 
per cent off list for carload lots; 60% per cent for 1000-rod 
lots, and 59% per cent for small lots, f.o.b. Pittsburgh. 


TIN PLATE.—Practically all makers of tin plate are 
now quoting $4.50 per base box for 14 x 20 coke plates, 
and a number of sales from stock and also on contracts 
for delivery late in the year have been made at this 
price. The tin plate mills have actual orders on their 
books for all the tin plate they can turn out in the next 
five or six months, and the market is very firm. The 
volume of business in tin plate this year promises to be 
much heavier than any previous year in the history of 
the business. 

We now quote 14 x 20 coke plates at $4.50 per base box. 


Eight-lb. ternes are higher and we quote at $7.35 for 200 Ib. 
and $7.65 for 214 lb. per box. 


IRON AND STEEL Bars.—Large sales of steel bars have 
been made by mills for delivery in third and fourth 
quarters at 2.50c. at mill. The new demand for both iron 
and steel bars is enormously heavy, and the mills are 
filled up for the next four or five months or longer. 
The Carnegie Stee] Company has started active work 
on the building of 10 hoop and steel bar mills at McDon- 
ald, a few miles from Youngstown, Ohio. However, 
these mills will not be active factors in the market be- 
fore spring or summer of next year. 

We now quote steel bars at 2.50c. to 2.60c. for delivery in 
third and fourth quarters, and 2.75c. to 3c. for delivery in 
four to five weeks. Prices from warehouse in small lots 
range from 3c. to 3.50c. We quote refined iron bars at 2.40c. 
to 2.50c., and railroad test bars, 2.50c. to 2.60c., all f.o.b. 
mill, Pittsburgh. 
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WrouGHT P1pe.—Effective, Wednesday, March 29, 
prices on black iron and steel pipe up to 12-in. were 
lowered one point, an advance of $2 a ton, and on gal- 
vanized two points, or an advance of $4 a ton, while 
steel boiler tubes were also advanced $2. The new de- 
mand for tubes is enormously heavy, several mills 
stating that in first quarter of 1916 they entered 
nearly three times as much business as in the first 
quarter of last year. Pipe mills are sold up for three 
or four months and none of them is taking new orders 
for pipe for delivery before July.

RAVELING salesmen covering the large trade in 
Central West territory, say that jobbers are buy- 
ing all the goods they can get, and that if purchases 
could be more promptly delivered transactions would 
total still larger. A long time, experienced salesman, 
calling solely on the largest houses in the U. S. A., says 
that buyers are now most interested in discovering 
manufacturers who are qualified to both accept orders 
and ship them with reasonable promptitude. 

A prominent and observing hardware man, with a 
generation of business experience in a wide field, offers 
as his belief that if war ended now present active trade 
conditions would continue for a year at least, because 
of the constantly growing domestic demand. He says 
that a majority of hardware establishments who ordi- 
narily used to carry merchandise stocks of say $20,000, 
during later years had learned to trim them to approxi- 
mately $5,000 to $7,500, keeping them as light as pos- 
sible. That the present rate of consumption has caught 
most merchants, big, medium and small, all over, un- 
prepared, and with exceptionally light assortments 
totally inadequate, will in his opinion, whatever hap- 
pens, require time to sufficiently strengthen. 

He recalls that the crops generally have long been 
good and that spring crop prospects, so far, are excel- 
lent. To particularize, the Northwest, especially Wis- 
consin, Minnesota, Nebraska and the Dakotas, with ad- 
joining territory, has for years been favored with un- 
interrupted heavy yields at high prices, which have 
been accompanied with correspondingly good business. 
This was less true in for instance Kansas, Oklahoma 
and southerly from St. Jo, where there had been drouth 
and lighter consuming demand, but conditions are now 
better in that section. 

Jobbers’ are reported to be exceedingly busy now in 
the entire Middle West, and travelers acquainted with 
Pacific coast trade say the situation there is much im- 
proved. Merchants up and down the coast States 
had previously been marking time, one of the contribut- 
ing causes having been excessive rains last year, but 
now prospects are improving there. 

A fire occurred recently in the forge shop and polish- 
ing room of a well-known edge tool factory. Within a 
few hours various manufacturers or their representa- 
tives within a radius of several miles promptly ap- 
peared in their automobiles offering the workmen em- 
ployment, explaining that there would necessarily be 
‘idleness for a while. The manager of the burnt plant,

NuTs AND Bo.tts.—There is no falling off in demand, 
which has been abnormally heavy for some months, and 
all makers of nuts and bolts are more or less back in 
deliveries. Prices are very firm and possibly may be 
high in the near future, as the market on steel bars is 
steadily going up. There is some export demand, but 
the railroad embargo is still on. Discounts now in 
effect, which are for prompt acceptance only, are as 
follows:

however, told the workmen to remain, stay on the pay 
roll, help clean up and that the department would soon 
be going again with no loss to them. 

These incidents can be multiplied indefinitely, but 
what has been related serves to explain partially a few 
of the difficulties constantly encountered by producers, 
which merchants frequently do not understand. 


WirRE Natits.—The business in wire nails is quite 
good but not near what it would be if nails ordered 
could come along on anything approaching schedule 
time. Much of the tonnage cannot even be started from 
the mills, while the freight embargo into New York 
terminals alone greatly interferes with trade in this 
market. 

Wire nails, in store, are $2.85 per keg, and carted by job- 
bers $2.90 base per keg. 

Cut NaAILts.—Trade in cut nails is rather quiet, due 
largely to lack of facilities for moving the freight. Ex- 
port business is also lighter owing to high prices for 
nails, great increases in ocean freights, lack of ships 
for many foreign ports and scarcity of cargo space on 
such vessels as clear for out ports. At present most 
of the business is on old engagements, the late winter 
having postponed building operations in this section, 
which will improve with better spring weather, doubt- 
less. 

Cut nails, in store, are $2.85, and delivered by jobbers in 
carting limits $2.90 base per keg. 

WINDow GLASS.—Prices for window glass are strong 
everywhere. The trouble is to get stock from the fac- 
tories, and, according to distributors, there is no dif- 
ficulty in selling at the new high prices all the glass 
obtainable at present. Fine picture and photograph 
glass is selling at 50 per cent more now for the Amer- 
ican product, than during normal times importers paid 
for the finest English quality, which was the best in 
this type of imported glass. Pilkington Bros., at St. 
Helens, Eng., employing nearly 12,000 people in all, 
made normally, perhaps, the best and most window 
glass of any single establishment, anywhere, but little 
if any is coming here from them now as the home mar- 
ket takes their reduced output. 

Before the war began, Belgium made approximately 
(covering all kinds of window glass) 10,000,000 to 11,- 
000,000 boxes, of which their domestic trade took but 
about 500,000 boxes, thus necessitating the finding of 
foreign markets for the remainder. This source of 
supply has been cut off since the war. 
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Window glass, A, single thick, first three brackets, is 89 per 
cent, and B, single, first three brackets, 90 and 10 per cent 
discount. In all of the remaining brackets A and B, single 
thick, are 88 per cent, A, double, 89 per cent and B double 
90 per cent discount from jobber’s lists. 

NAVAL STORES.—There is a scarcity of spot turpen- 
tine in this market. Turpentine is offered at lower 
figures to arrive but is up on spot scarcity. 

Spot turpentine, in yard, is quoted at 55c. per gal. 

Trade in rosins is very dull. The main difficulty, as 
it applies to the business everywhere, is the cost of 
ocean transportation, which is now approximately twice 
as much in freight as the value of the rosin itself. On 
a recent shipment of 1500 bbl. the freight and insur- 
ance alone was $21,000. In another case rosin costing 
say $10 per barrel, of approximately 535 lb., the freight 
and insurance was $21 per barrel beyond the price of 
the rosin itself. While rosin prices are based on a 
unit of 280 lb. per barrel, actual shipping rates usually 
range between 500 and 550 Ib. per barrel. 

Rosin, common to good strained, on a basis of 280 lb. per 
bbl. is $5.20 and D grade $5.40 per bbl. 

Rope.—The difficulty of doing business increases be- 
cause of transportation tie-ups. Sales managers say 
much time is frittered away answering inquiries from 
complaining customers by telephone or otherwise, who 
do not seem to understand just where the trouble is. 
Manufacturers also say that they had rather hustle for 
business and be able to satisfy demands reasonably than 
have so much that they cannot do justice to it. 

The trade anticipates an increase in production of 
higher quality Manila fiber in the Philippines, greatly 
needed by American rope makers who take the best 
stock, as a result of cables from the Department of 
Insular Affairs at Washington, urging growers to more 
thoroughly clean a larger proportion of the better 
quality of Manila fiber. The United Kingdom takes 
considerable medium and low quality fiber, which re- 
quires less time and effort to remove the pulplike growth 
clinging to the fiber; therefore, the native follows the 
easier way of preparing the material. This adhering, 
waste material must be removed when curing the fiber 
or not at all, and according to how thoroughly this is 
done depends the excellence of the stock. If allowed to 
remain it deteriorates the fiber whatever the quality, 
good or bad. 

In raw sisal the Regulating Committee in Mexico 
continues to offer small amounts of fiber for April and 
May shipments, with little if any change in price. 


Pure Manila rope is unchanged at 18c. for first grade, 17c. 
on second grade and 15c. base per Ib. for third quality. 

Sisal rope is also the same as heretofore, namely, 12c. on 
first grade and 11%c. for second quality base per Ib. 


LINSEED O1L.—The market for linseed oil is very un- 
settled and weak, although there has recently been a 
firming up tendency. The warmer weather is helping 
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outdoor painting, but there has been too little of it 
yet to affect the jobbers and manufacturers, although 
retailers and supply houses note a little quickening. 

Linseed oil, raw, city brands, is quoted at 80c. in 5 or more 
bbl. and 8lc. per gal. in less than 5 bbl. 

State and Western oil, raw, ranges at 77 to 78c. per gal. 
with some carload or larger quantity orders taken at from 
1 to 2c. per gal. under the prices mentioned. 

Hack SAW B.Lapbes.—The Griffin hack saw blades 
marketed by J. H. Graham & Co., 113 Chambers Street, 
New York City, were on March 31 advanced about 10 
per cent; 30 per cent discount from list now repre- 
senting the average price. Other manufacturers had 
similarly advanced these goods the week before. 

Hay KNives.—On March 29, Lightning pattern hay 
knives were advanced $1.50 a doz. to $9 per doz., fol- 
lowing an advance made within the month on the Heath 
pattern hay knives. 

GrRAss Hooks.—Several manufacturers of the scythe 
pattern type of grass hooks on April 1, advanced them 
25c. per doz. for the higher grades, and 15c. per doz. 
on the lower grades. This makes the average jobbing 
price on the better quality approximately $3.50 per 
doz. and $2.25 per doz. on the commoner goods. 


COMMON AUGER Bits.—The Snell Mfg. Company, 
Fiskdale, Mass., J. H. Graham & Co., 113 Chambers 
Street, New York City, selling representatives, on 
March 29, advanced its line of common auger bits, for 
instance Bates pattern, an average of 10 per cent, mak- 
ing the discount now on medium sized orders 75 to 75 
and 5 per cent discount. Buyers taking the full line, 
including the higher grade goods, will be given a pref- 
erence over those ordering only the commoner quality, 
as the company is well-filled up with orders for the 
cheaper grades. 

SHip AUGERS.—Ship auger manufacturers have ad- 
vanced the price on all sizes larger than 2 in. in diam- 
eter, the reason for which is both increased cost of pro- 
duction and the comparatively smaller quantities sold 
of the larger sizes, which raises the unit cost. Ship 
augers larger in diameter than 2 in. for the usual 
run of orders, will.range from 25 to 25 and 10 per cent 
discount from lists, according to the make. 

CopPpeR.—The trade in copper materials continues 
about as it has been. Mills are working steadily and 
up to pitch, but chiefly on old contracts. This is re- 
garded as a temporary condition and an abundance of 
new business is expected, but hold-ups in freight, in and 
out, are very trying.

EPORTS from the various districts tributary to Chi- 

cago indicate a steady expansion of trade in both 
retail and wholesale lines. Car shortages, lack of raw 
material and the continued high prices prevailing in all 
lines seem to have little effect in discouraging business. 
Labor is still a disquieting feature and threatens to tie 
up the principal railroad lines if the demands of the 
employees are not met. Skilled labor is very scarce 
and good mechanics are drawing banner wages. 

Bank deposits are at the highest point ever known 
and the demand for money is rapidly approaching a bet- 
ter footing. There is considerable movement in real 
estate, and heavy building operations are expected when 
the weather becomes more settled. 

There is apparently no let-up in the enormous de- 
mand for iron and steel products and orders are being 
booked for delivery well into 1917. The railroads are 
in the market for large quantities of cars and steel 
rails. It is estimated that the orders for rails for next 
year’s delivery will total 1,000,000 tons. The Illinois 
Central has ordered 94 passenger coaches and is in 


the market for 300 stock cars. The Baldwin Locomotive 
Works report orders for 50 locomotives during the past 
week and the American Locomotive Company has orders 
for 70 engines for the Russian Government. 

Ship builders are using large quantities of steel and 
manufacturers are drawing heavily on structural steel 
for enlarging their plants. 

Copper has yielded a little in price and is quoted 
in New York at about 28c. A sale of 250,000 lb. is 
reported from Boston at 26%c. for June delivery. 
France is said to have purchased about 10,000 tons at a 
fraction over 27c. for delivery in May, June and July. 
Zine ore at Joplin, Mo., is quoted at $115 per ton. 

Jobbers are reporting that business with them is at 
a high stand. Road sales for both immediate and future 
shipment are increasing in volume and many customers 
are coming to the central markets. Collections are in 
advance of those for the same period last year. 

Linseed oil has declined 1c. per gal., due mainly to 
the small domestic demand for painting. It is claimed 
that with the resumption of building operations this 
form of demand will greatly increase. Automobile acces- 
sories are beginning to move quite freely and a heavy 
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demand for this line is expected as the season advances. 
Nails and wire products still remain at the same prices 
with every indication of an advance in the near future, 
as the raw material is higher in proportion than the 
finished product. 


WirE Naiis.—There are no changes in the quotations 
on wire nails, although the domestic demand is very 
heavy and increasing rapidly. Deliveries are greatly 
retarded and manufacturers report sales to the limit 
of their capacity. Advances in this line are freely pre- 
dicted. 

We quote wire nails, $2.40 per keg base in car lots to 
jobbers f.o.b. Pittsburgh. Smaller lots 5c. higher. To re- 
tailers $2.45 in car lots f.o.b. Pittsburgh. Smaller lots 5bc. 
higher. As the freight rate from Pittsburgh to Chicago is 


18.9c., this makes the Chicago price practically $2.59 per keg 
base to jobbers and $2.64 to retailers in car lots. 


Cut Naits.—There is still a heavy demand for cut 
nails owing to the delivery being better than in the wire 
nails. This line is also due for an increase in prices. 

We quote cut nails, $2.35 to $2.40 in car lots to jobbers 
f.o.b. Pittsburgh; carloads to retailers $2.45 to $2.50 f.o.b. 
Pittsburgh. 

BARB WIRE AND STAPLES.—The foreign demand for 
barb wire and staples shows no signs of a let-up and the 
domestic demand is increasing. With the advent of open 
weather a shortage in this line is expected. Manufac- 
turers all predict higher prices in the near future. 

We quote painted barb wire: $2.55 per cwt. in car lots to 
jobbers f.o.b. Pittsburgh. For smaller lots, 5c. advance. In 
ear lots to retailers, $2.60, f.o.b. Pittsburgh. In small lots, 
5e. higher. Galvanized barb wire is quoted $3.25 in car lots 
to jobbers and $3.30 to retailers, f.o.b. Pittsburgh. No. 9 
plain annealed wire $2.25 in car lots to jobbers and $2.30 to 
retailers, f.o.b.

a. ESS in hardware lines is very active. Whole- 
salers are getting a heavy volume of city orders 
and a good trade from the country dealers. For some 
time the city trade has been better than the country 
trade, but the country trade has increased during the 
past week or two. Retailers are stocking up quite lib- 
erally in most lines, being willing to pay the present 
higher prices in order to be sure of deliveries. On 
some lines, like sheets, while orders are plentiful they 
are mostly for small lots, indicating that the retail trade 
is not stocking very far ahead. Deliveries from manu- 
facturers of various staple hardware lines are rather 
slow and few are able to make immediate shipments on 
rush orders. As indicating a heavy volume of business, 
one leading Cleveland jobbing house reports its sales 
during the first quarter of this year 40 per cent in 
excess of the same period a year ago. Of course some 
of this increase can be attributed to higher prices.
